Community Should Support Schools to the 
Best of Their Ability 


At the Sunday evening service nt 


Ilia N'orth Q'hurch last evening Hon. 
/Wlllkiin Orr. Deputy Commissioner or 
l-Mucallon. in Massachusetts, delivered 
mi address :on'"What School and Com- 
munity Owe to Ench<Oilier." Mr. Orr 
iHiJnlcd bui that at the present time 
the only soured of influence on tlioMlfo 
oT IHo child was the'public school find 
Ihat 11 was the duly of the community 
lo glvo nil thb money and time It could 
lo tho upbuilding of tho school, and In 
return the schools would turn out the 
children to bo better jclUzcns. 


•'Ftio aervlcoj was >vclt attended and 


Mr. Orr proved a'ri able* speaker, show- 
lug crucful study of his subject and an 
earnestness In his belief of the public 
school system and Its Influence for the 
puWic good, that was convincing. 


Mr. Orr first'mentioned - t h e three 


great Influences on the llfo of tho child 
in the present time. He divided these 
.influences into tho home, tho church 
nnJ tho school. Ho said that the homo 
today, especially In tho larger cities 
does not exenclso. tho Influence '6n .the 
child thai I t - d i d - I n the earlier limes 
jiml that mucJi of IMo moral training 
must bo gained from 
oilier sources. 


Tho church, Iie,aald, was ve/ry nrmter- 
l a l f i i llio llfo of the child but It foiled 
aotinnvhat-because It had tho child out 
a comparatively few years. Therefore, 
ho continued. Hie achool is In a posi- 
tion to Influence the child In the most 
material way. 


Mr. Orr mentioned I no vast numbers

Mr. Orr stated that ilieao 
liMfcs were well chosen, pnrtlciilnrly 
for Ihe younger child. 


THere are olher Influences, he said, 


which bora on ihc future life of the 
chlM; MIO Influence 
of ihc 
teacher, 


which is made po.ssiblo and the Influ- 


ence of tho children upon each other 
which teaches the true democracy."' 


In speaking of what tho schools innsl 


do to answer the demands of the times 
Mr. Orr said that they must study the 
child so as 
to best 
understand his 


needs. Jn Massachusetts they arc re- 
organizing the school system and are 
grouping tho 
children 
of 12 to 1-1 


years of age, putting' them in charge 
of teachers who arc especially trained 
for that sort of work who study tlio 
needs of the pupils .under her charge. 
Tho development of the high school pu 
pll was also being 
brought forward 


along spiritual and moral lines. 


Mr. Orr spoke of the important In- . 


flucnces being brought lo bear on the 
child as having qualities which were 
constantly tending for the up-building 
and working against 
tho 
Inllueiice.s 


which tended toward tho dlstruction 
of moralities; and while the system Is 
costly the communities must stand b'c 
hind the public schools as. they will 
prove the more economical In the end 
by their accomplishment of the best 
influences which can
